On Tax Revision 
Kennedy Says GOP 
Blocking Program 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — President Kennedy ac­ 
cused Republicans today of trying to block his tax re- 
vsion program and called on “every member of the 
Hous crf Representatives who be­ 
lieves in spreading tax burdens 
fairly” to support the bill. 


Kennedy devoted much of his 
10th news conference in the last 
ll weeks to defending the mea­ 
sure, which has been approved by 
the House Ways & Means Com­ 
mittee. A House showdown was 
expected late today. 


Although he did not single out 
the GOP by name, he said he 
had “great difficulty in under, 
standing the position of any po­ 
litical party which tries to kill 
proposals” such as are contained 
in his tax proposal. 


Defeat of the measure, he said, 
would 
deprive businessmen of 
capital 
investment 
incentives 
which would help them compete 
with foreign companies. It also 
would mean abandonment of “an 
effort to close foreign tax havens’’ 
to American investors overseas, 
he said. 


lf it is killed,” he said, “we 
will have lost a valuable oppor­ 
tunity to find jobs for college and 
high school graduates." 


Further, he said, it would mean 
Josses of American gold reserves 
abroad and additional harm to 
this country’s balance of pay­ 
ments in international trade.

“Destination Unknown.*’ 
That briefly, describes the present status of the 
Lower Bucks portion of the Delaware Expressway now 
under construction. 


As matters now stand, the ex­ 
pressway is designed to termin­ 
ate at Route 413, according to 
George W. Childs, regional en­ 
gineer for the project. 
Childs, however, said that dis. 
cussiong are still going on in an 
effort to reach a decision on 
whether the expressway should 
continue to New Jersey or connect 
with the Pennsylvania Turnpike. 
The Route 413 interchange will 
be the nearest one for Levit(own­ 
ers and those coming off the 
Pennsylvania Turnpike. 
Anybody’s Guess 
Just where the expressway will 
go from Route 413 is “anybody’s 
guess.” 


The highway department has not 
made up its mind how to extend 
the northern section of the 1250 
million expressway from Route 
413. Bristol Township, to the Dela­ 
ware River and a bridge connect­ 
ing it with New Jersey. 


There are two routes proposed. 
One route would take the ex­ 
pressway to a point near Morris­ 
ville through Bristol Township. 


The alternate route would take 
the roadway to the new Scudder 
Falls bridge north of Yardley. 
Alternate Plan 


The alternate plan would elim­ 
inate a Route 413 interchange. 
The route would be through Bris­ 
tol, Middletown and Lower Make- 
field Townships to the Scudder 
Falls bridge. 


Bristol Township Manager Vin­ 
cent H. Hartley said, “the delay 
is a real roadblock to township 
planning.” He pointed out that 
business and industrial firms come 
to the township for zoning changes 
and “we don’t know what to tell 
them until we know the express­ 
way route.”

The tract is about one-fourth of 
th i area designated in the town 
ship’s comprehensive plan as pro­ 
posed industrial land. 
Supervisors’ 
Chairman Jam es 
Cahill pointed out to Ryno and 
about 20 other objecting citizens 
that the reason for the propose* 
was to prevent residential develop­ 
ment that could be adversely af 
fee ted if rezoning was deferred 
for a longer period. Farley made 
the same point and said indies 
tions were that several proposed 
highways will intersect in the 
area, including the already an 
flounced connection between an 
extension to Scudder Falls Bridge 
and an extension of the Super 
Highway.

A major operation in the con­ 
struction of the Woodhaven and 
Street Road interchanges is the 
rerouting of Bristol Pike. The 
pike (Route 13) is being relocated 
west of its present location and 
should be completed by this com­ 
ing June. 
Before construction of the ex­ 
pressway got under way, some 30 
homes and 12 businesses in Ben- 
salem Township had to be con­ 
demned, requiring the families 
and businessmen to relocate.
